None of the various branches of the 
Greek. Church resembles, in its outward 
‘appearance, more the old Christian Charch 
of the East, than the Church of Turkey. 
If uniformity of tradition were a recom- 
mendation to a Christian Church, the 
Greek Church of Turkey would have, 
in more than one respect, more right to 
boast of it than even the Roman Church. 
Here still the famous Patriarchates of 
Constantinople, Antiochia, Jerusalem, 
and Alexandria exist, but only the Patri- 
arch of Constantinople is still 


ing the eminence and authority which was 


formerly connected with these sees, As 
(Ecumenical Patriarch, he presides over 
the Holy Synod, which consists of the 
Patriarchs, a number of metropolitans 
and bishops, and twelve laymen, represent- 
ing the first Greek families, and which exer- 
cises the supreme ecclesiastical jarisdiction 
over all members of the Greek Charch. 
His diocese extends over European Turkey, 
Asia Minor, and the Islands, and contains 
more than eighty metropolitan sees. Even 
the Greeks of Austria consider him the 
first bishop of the Church, and a strong 
party in the kingdom of Greece labors to 
have him recognized as such by the whole 
“orthodox” Greek Church. The three 
other Patriarchates are mostly inhabited 
by a Mohammedan population ; no more 
than thirteen metropolitan sees belong to 
Antiochia, and only one to Jerusalem. The 
Patriarch of Alexandria has under his 
jurisdiction no more than one bishop, (of 
Syria,) two churches, and a population of 
8,000 souls. 

In European Turkey already two-thirds 
of the population belong to the Greek 
Church. This numerical preponderance 
is growing every day, as the number of

This is the 
charm of travel in a classic land. But 
nowhere is it felt with balf the frequency 
or half the security which is enjoyed 
among the unquestioned localities of the 
lands of the Bible.

To this authority may be added that of 
Selby, who, in his Illustrations of British 
Ornithology” p. 73, affirms that “ wherever the 
banishing or extirpating of rooks has been 
carried iuto effect, the most serious injury to 
the corn and other crops had invariably fol- 
fowed, from the unchecked devaatations of the 
pe and the caterpillar. In Northumberland 

have witnessed their usefulness in feeding on 
the larve of the inséct commonly known by 
the name of Harry-long-legs, r 
which is very destructive to the roots of grain 
and young clover.” 

This is very instructive history. It should 
be made universally known ; and at the same 
time it should induce men to examine well 
whether many of the creatures against which 
they wage an extirminating war, may not be 
among their benefactors. Notwithstanding, 
crows still continue to be the objects of remorse- 
less tion. Will it be believed that in 
the month of June, in the year of our Lord 
1838, William Evans, of Trefargood, in com- 
pany with another farmer, killed 1915 crows 
n Pantyderi-wood, Pembrokeshire, in the 
course of three hours, or from three to six 
o'clock in one evening? Of the motive to 
this massacre we are not informed, but it 
was probably from the mistaken idea that 
these birds were enemies to agriculture,—an 
idea of which some minds seem incapable of 
being dispossessed. The American farmers of 
New England once offered a reward of three- 
pence per bead for the heads of the purple 
grackle, because it took a little of the grain to 
which it had an equitable claim, for its services

„Tune Sunday Law Again. 

We have watched the progress of efforts to 
obtain this law with unusual interest, be- 
lieving it to be a subject of vital importance 
to the welfare ofthe State. A bill has passed 

to its in the Senate, but stripped 
of its most essential feature—the clause which 
forbids Sunday traffic. What remains is of 
but little importance. It may be very good in 
itself, but it is not what the people have de- 
manded. Why do Senators hesitate to con- 
form to the wishes of their constituents upon 
this point? Certainly it is as right to legislate 
against Sunday business as against- Sunday 
amusements. If they do the latter they cer- 
tainly can have no scruple against the former. 
We regard incessant business as being perhaps 
as demoralizing to a people as circus and thea- 
tre-going. Do Senators fear the Jews, having 
before their eyes the example of Speaker 
Stowe? The Jews are almost as ready as 
others to sign a petition for a Sunday law. 
This was the case in Placerville,in Nevada 
and in other towns. The petition is signed ab 
most unanimously, and no opposition made to 
it. Thousands of names have poured in to the 


There is but little temptation to Sunday 

traffic now, if by a law all are placed upon the 
same footing. Since the custom has obtained, 
it cannot now be ended by voluntary move- 
ments, as some would avail themselves of the 
closing up of others to increase their own 
gains. The rivalry of contiguous towns also 
stands in the way of accomplishing the desired 
end by individual effort. But to a law, men 
have consented. Wedonot doubt that nine, 
enths of the people of the State would sign 
the petition if it were presented tothem. It is 
mere mockery to pass a bill which wants this 
one thing, which all, these petitions have de- 
manded. 

The following is the vote in the Senate upon 
the motign to strike out all that portion of the 
bill which relates to merchandise. We pub- 
lish this vote that the people of the mountains 
may know to whom they are indebted if they 
finally lose the object for which they have 
petitioned.

On the Ancouragement of Home Manu- 

This is the subject ofa lecture recently de- 
livered by Mr. Archibald, -before the Y oung 
Men's Christian Association. The subject is 
something like. this 

The flowing out of gold from this State l 
commonly mentioned as a great evil, and the 
cause of im t. Gold is to be re 
garded as one of the products of industry ap- 
plied to our nataral resources. In many re- 
spects it is subject to the laws which regulate 
all products. When other productions are ex- 
ported we do not regard ourselves as sufferers, 
but rather as gainers. It is presumed that 
the exports bring an equivalent in some shape. 
Ther ing of that equivalent is wisely left 
to individual skill and interest. In the arrange- 
ment of Providence almost every coantry has 
some peculiar advantege in the character of 
its natural resources. With the productions 
thus furnished other productions are purchased. 
Oar leading product is gold, and with that we 
are glad to purchase the eommodities of other 
lands. But the question is asked, Can we not 
manufacture within ourselves everything or 
almost everything that we require, and thus 
save in the country the gold that is now paid 
out for these products of human industry? 
We can doubtless introduce manufactures, but 
the labor diverted in this direction is so much 
taken from the force of the country now en- 
gaged in producing gold. We have a given 
amount of industry in the State. Ifa portion 
of that is diverted to manafactures, only a part 
of the gold now secured will be dug; the re- 
mainder will be left undug. If it is easier with 
a given amount of capital and labor to dig 
out the peculiar prodact of our country, gold, 
and buy the articles which we need, in ex- 
change for it, than it is to manufacture them, 
then plainly we are the gainers in so doing. 
When it ceases to be easier to obtain these 
articles in this way, then we may expect that 
they will be manufactured here. 

The labor of a country regulates, itself and 
that bostowment of labor which is best for the 
individual is best for the country. Let new 


beet sugar, the manufacture of paper, &c., just 
as fast as it is apparent that capital and labor 
can prodace them bere, as cheaply as they can 
produce the geld to exchange for them. But 
let it not be supposed desirable that a misap- 
plication of the productive power of the covn. 
try should be made simply for the sake of se- 
curing Home Manufactures, or that a duty 
should be imposed upon any foreign goods, fur- 


ther than that which the general government 
lays for purposes of revenue. The way to keep 
our gold is not by diverting labor to manufac- 
tures, recklessly, but by doing without those 
things which we pay our gold away for. 
Private enterprise will regulate the nature 
of the equivalent received. This gold, a mil- 
lion a month, sent from our shores, is not be 
stowed as a present upon our Eastern cousins. 
The only matter of public concern rcgarding 
the exchange is, that we do not, by habits of 
extravagance which present returns for labor 
do not justify, encourage the importation of ex- 
travagant luxuries which can do us no good. 
There is another view to be taken of the 
subject. Gold is not merely a value, that is 
merchandise; it is also a representative of 
value, that is, money. As money, it is merely 
an instrament of making exchanges with. 
The amount required in circulation depends 
upon the number of exchanges to be made. 
This amount regulates itself, and when the re- 
quisite amouat is retained for circulation as 
money, the remainder of the gold produced is 


the laws of merchandise. As such it will still 
go out of the country to purchase articles 
needed or desired until it is found that the same 


This, we believe, is a fair view of the argu- 
ment. So far as the attention which we have 
given to the subject enables us to judge, we 
believe the argument is a sound one. We 
should, however, qualify it in favor of the in- 
troduction of new kinds of manufactare, by giv- 
ing more weight to the fact that there is in the 
country a large proportion of unoccupied pro- 
ductive power, not physieally adapted to min- 
ing or agrieulture, but which might be applied 
to lighter employments, the individuals being 
content with moderate wages compared with 
the returns of miners, so that a vast amount of 
manufacturing might be done without any sen- 
sible diversion of labor from the mines. If the 
various branches of manufacture were intro- 
duced it would be the means of adding to our 
population largely of those who would labor 
for about Eastern wages, insured of a ready 
market, and preferring a home in our salubrious 
climate. For want of a variety of occupations, 
absorbing all classes that are willing to work, 
we have an unusual proportion of persons un- 
willingly idle among us. Let capital, then, 
which seeks employment, open these channels 
of industry, and they will be filled with busy 
multitudes, and at the same time the gold dig- 
ging go on with undiminished rapidity. 

The lecture concluded with a patriotic dec- 
laration of citizenship. The lecturer had been 
here seven years and intended to remain. 
In recent events he had gathered new evidence 
of the capability of Oalifornians to guide the 
destinies of the State well and nobly.

The following eloquent and truthful remarks 
are extracted from an address before the Rhe- 
torical Society of Andover Theological Semi- 
nary, by Rev. R. S. Storrs, jr., D. D., Aug. 5, 
1856: 

The tendeney of society is to put comfort 
and guin, commercial sucecss and political 

tness above the unseen, but inviolable, 
equity. A million of treasure reconciles to a 
wrong. A thousand square miles of fertile ter- 
ritory is accepted as an equivalent for diplo- 
matic chicanery—for national bad faith—for 
the vast crime of war. And History, herself, 
sometimes lifts men to her thrones whose con- 
sciences have been wrought out by wrong. 
There is ever a tendeocy, therefore—subtle, but 
mighty—abroad in the community, infecting its 
literatare, corrupting its politics, and silently 
governing ita public opinion. to lead all men— 
the minister among them to postpone the right 
for immediate successes; at least, to divert 
their highest enthasiasm from that which is 
invisible, and to fasten, with a gush of more 
fervid joy, on the vast, material progress of 
the State—on the million masts that shadow 
its docks ; the lines of lightning. that traverse 
its surface; the internal communications which 
the nation one mighty whole; on the 
ceaseless march of an emigrant population sub- 
duing the wilderness ; changing the lake to a 
basin of commerce, making the mountain 
h with — 
This tendency is always in silent operation, 
in a land like ours, and, sometimes, in periods 
of special agitation, it rises to fit and terrible 
expression in the utter denial of any law higher 
than the law of the State; of any interest more 
ultimate to man than the political interest of 
the society which surrounds him. It says to 
the scholar, Explore hieroglyphics and medi- 
tate the Greek, but leave to others practical 
ethics.” It says to the editor, “Make a family 
paper, with stories and anecdotes, and good 
moral extracts. Be sad over the heathen, un- 
compromising on the Pope—but meddle with 
politics at the peril of your bread. It says to 
societies, “Condemn such sins as have come to 
be outlaws, and criticise those that have few 
to uphold them. But, when righteousness 
meets with a vigorous resistance, when the ut- 
terance of it brings peril in its train, be careful 
of your words—speak light, or be dumb!“ It 
says to the preacher, “No themes in the pulpit 
that touch modern times! Denounce the 
Pharisees, whose tomb Titus built, and glorify 
the Reformers, whose names “ges celebrate— 
but take care how you handle the sharp sword 
by nena for somebody may be cut 

This is just the old heathenism revived. It 
is not 2 It is exactly opposed to 
that. It is not a high philosophy, even. It is 
at best, a worldly shrewdness, taking counsel 
for interests, and forgetful of that which is 
highest of all—not capable of looking “before 
and after.” The preacher who yields to it, 
cuts himself, at a stroke, from the chains that 
communicate the highest inspirations.

Eprrors Pactric : The most important topic 
that has occupied the attention of our citizens 
the past week is our city election, which has 
just come off, resulting in the election of the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor and Assessor, 
and the candidates on the People’s ticket for 
Recorder, Treasurer, Marshal and Clerk. The 
Common Council is equally divided, six on 
each ticket being elected. A great deal of 
interest has prevailed ; the dull times were for- 
gotten, and men spent most of their leisure in 
discussing politics and in efforts at electioneer- 
ing. Where soft words and insinuating 
speeches would not avail, men were sometimes 
disposed to try what virtue there was in 
rocks.“ Here and there, about the streets, 
small companies of men might be seen—some 
manifesting great love for each other, going 
arm-in-arm ; one meets a friend (7) to whom he 
bas not spoken for months; another grows 
honest and liberal, and calls upon his creditor 
and makes his heart glad by “forking over.” 
There is no wind whose breeze does not make 
the throbbing of some soul quicken. “The 
heart of man is deceitful, above all things, and 
desperately wicked,” and sometimes, when one 
considers it good policy, he can, like the “fa- 
ther of lies,” assume the appearance of an 
“angel of light.” Thus, during these political 
contests, there are hungry office-seekers who 
have “axes to grind,” but it matters not to 
them who turns at the crank and endures the 
drudgery, so they obtain a share in the “spoils.” 
They may follow in the right way so long as 
there is any hope of obtaining the “loaves and 
fishes,” otherwise there is no charm for them. 
These vile, unprincipled office-seekers are the 
curse of our land; they make great preten- 
sions of devotion to their country’s good, and 
fair promises to regard their interests; but 
when they have gained the coveted position 


they are oblivious of. all their solemn pledges, . 


and abuse the confidence which their constitu- 
ents reposed in them, and use the office for 
selfish purposes. They care not for broken 


vows; they regard not false pretensions, and 


even character itself is little esteemed if they 
can only be allowed, like Judas, to “carry the 
bag,” and with its contents to gratify their 
corrupt nature. Just as long as these rapa- 
cious men, through hoodwinking the people 
with their hollow-hearted pretensions, and 
through trickery and wite working maneuvers, 
ride into the chief seats and obtain the fattest 
offices of the nation, so leng will our State 
groan under its debt of three millions of dol. 
lars. We need men to fill the offices who love 
our country and seek our country’s good, and 
not those who regard the office merely for the 
spoils which may accrue to them through the 
office. We need those whom the office seeks, 
and not those who by all possible means strive 
to gain it.

Summary of News. 

The House of Representatives at Washing- 
ton has passed a bill appropriating $300,000 
for the construction of a wagon-road from Fort 
Kearny, in Nebraska, via the South Pass of 
the Rocky Mountains, to the eastern boundary 
of California, via Honey Lake. 

The United States Senate has passed a bill 
to ascertain and settle private land claims in 
Oalifornia. 

The French Minister, at Washington, has 
made a formal demand upon our government 
for losses sustained by French citizens at Grey- 
town, in consequence of the bombardment 
of that city by the Cyane. It is said that the 
English government is about to make a similar 
demand. 

Private letters from Mexico state that the 
new treaty, between Mexico and the United 
States, provides for the cession of Sonora to 
the latter. 

Enoch Train, the extensive ship-owner and 
merchant, of Boston, bas failed for a large 
amount, chiefly due in England. It is said bis 
failure was principally caused by heavy losses 
in the Australia trade. 

The examination of Col. Fabens, and other 
alleged filibusters, is still progressing, having 
continued for nearly three weeks. In the course 
of the trial, Sidney Webster, private secretary 
to the President, stated that be received from 
certain parties scrip for a large slice of the 
Kinney-Mosquito purchase, but that he imme- 
diately returned it.

Great Discovery at NIAGARA Faris —A 
fine harbor of some two hundred and fifty 
acres has been discovered immediately above 
the rapids and below the old Schlosser bar. 
As much more can be dredged out at a small 
expense, giving a depth of ten to fourteen feet 
of water. eretofore, vessels could only 
come down, on the American side, to the old 
store-house, some two miles above the Falls.
